Severe Shock Noted at 11:43 Last Night. 


Tremble So Violently That Occu- 
pants Rush Frightened Into the 
Streets—Telephone and Telegraph 
Circuits Broken and Operators 
Leave Their Desks for Safety. 


San Franelsco, Cal, March 31.—[Spe- 
cial.j—San Francisco was thrown into a 
panic shortly before midnight by a severe 


fully fifteen seconds. . . 

The vibrations were from east to west. 
The only damage reported here an hour 
after the shock is comprised in a few broken 
panes of glass and a small fire, which. 
started from a lamp explosion. The vibra- 
tions were so severe that the lamp was 
shaken from a table and started a blaze 
which, however, was soon extinguished. At 
Oakland, the opposite side of the bay, there 
was much breakage of glass, but no 
casualties. 

The shock was one of the most severe ever 
recorded in the State. Buildings were so 
violently recked on their foundations that 
telephone circuits were broken. 

The building in which the Western Union 
Telegraph office is located trembled to such 
an extent that the operators left uncom- 
pleted messages at their keys and fied pre- 
cipitately. 

The streets were filled with crowds of 
frightened people almost in an instant. The 
confusion soon became indescribable. Mem- 
bers of the same family were separated in 
the darkness. Children, hurriedly snatched 
from bed, were crying for parents and 
parents were searching for children, Every- 
body seemed dazed by the stiddenness of the 
catastrophe, and it was some time before 
any effort was made to ascertain the ex- 
tent of the damage either to life or to 
property. 

The catches im the locks of the doors in 
Claus Spreckels’ and other tall buildings 
caught and locked all the doors, The re- 
port is in circulation that Claus Spreckels’ 
building, which is a new sixteen-story 
structure, has been thrown considerably out 
of plumb, 

The rooms in the Grand ahd other hotels 
are strewn with plastering, shaken from 
the walls and ceilings. 

The guests in the hotels and boarding- 
houses made a rush for the open air, and 
Market and Montgomery streets thirty sec- 
onds after the earthquake were lined with 
half-clad and wholly frightened people.

He did not outline his plan to them at all, 
but he did say that the negotiations would 
be decided one way or the other within a day 
or two. He pledged himself in effect to have 
some definite answer for Congress not later 
than next Monday, and he intimated that it 
might come Friday or Saturday. 

It is*said at the White House and the State 
department that there is about one chance in 
ten of Spain aceepting the most recent pro- 
posals. Until Congress took a hand in the 
row the President was proceeding in a leis- 
urely manner to ‘‘ crowd’ Spain, as he ex- 
pressed it. The instructions sent to Minis- 


ter Woodford last week were far from being 


peremptory, and contemplated a vague 
scheme of home rule, or purchase, or ulti- 
mate independence. ©

Even now it is not believed that the Presi- 
dent’s proposals to Spain, if accepted, would 
be satisfactory to Congress. They involve, 
according to the latest draft, the deciaring 
of an armistice by Spain, the mediation of 
the United States to induce the insurgents 
to buy their liberty, the teeding of the con- 
centrados by the United States, and the 
extension of the gone of cultivation, so that 


the starving people can go out, in the fields 
during the heavy rains of the wet season 
and make an attempt at relf-suppor:. 
The President did not commit himscif di- 


rectly to independence, but intimated that 
Spain would have to put the United Siates 
in a place where it could la ter on insist upon 
either independence or the widest kind of 
autonomy. 

This is the proposition in substance which 
the Spanish Cabinet will have to consider 
tomorrow. If it is rejected the President 
will at once communicate with Congress, 
and, while he may not advise intervention, 
will not oppose it. The understanding is 
that Minister Sagasta, if he accepts the 
proposals of President McKinley, will do so 
only conditionally and subject to the action 
of the Spanish Cortes. This in itself in- 
volves long delay, and will give Congress 
an opportunity to act for itself. 

The sailing of the Spanish terpedo flotilla 
has introduced a feature into the problem 
which has inflamed Congress to an extraor- 
dinary degree. Members and Senators are 
opposed to allowing the torpedo flotilla to 
reach Cuba at all. They will insist that if 
Sagasta gives his congent to the President’s 
proposal it must be coupled with an order 
to a fast ship to Intercept the torpedo boats 
and turn them hack to the Canaries.

everywhere. The tolling of bells, echoes of 


of the boisterousness of ordinary days, the 
strains of funeral airs, and the muffied roll 
of drums told those who heard but did not 
see of the solemn event that was passing. 
First the body was taken to Allegheny 
and placed in state at 9 o’clock in the post- 
office corridors. A squad of Division C, Penn- 
sylvania Naval Reserves, was the guard of 
honor. At 11 o'clock, still escorted by the 
military guard and a detachment of police- 
men, it was brought to the courthouse in 
this city, where it again lay in state for 
two hours. While the people filed by the 
bier. and the bells tolled, the national guard 
organizations and the G. A. R. posts ansem- 
bled in the vicinity. At 2:80 o'clock the 
casket was placed on a caisson and the 
march to Allegheny was taken up.

proverbfally clear-headed American people 
to be capable of such folly, whereas, if the 
relief is granted by the United States gov- 
ernment with the understanding that Cuba 
must secure her independence six months 
hence at the conclusion of the armistice,

dependence. Spain is bankrupt, it is true, 
but the Spaniards are a people who infinitely 
prefer a proud poverty to affluence if asso- 
ciated with national dishonor and ignominy. 
No Spanish statesmen of any political party 
whatsoever has ever during the last halt 
century dared to even suggest the »ssibility 
of such a thing as the sale of Cuba, and the 
American proposals of such a plan have been 
denounced in the flercest fashion throughout 
2 3 and breadth of Spain as wanton 

nsult, 

This is merely to show how utterly usele 
it is for people in this country to expect 
Spain to yield without fighting to the Amer- 
fean demand in connection with Cuba. True, 
she may temporize, but as stated it is merely 
to gain time for the purpose of stréngthening 
her position in the Antilles and her hold upon 
Cuba. Delay, too, means, the diminution 
of the sympathy of the insurgents for the 
Americah government. The Cubans are re- 
garding the latter with ever increasing sus- 
picion, and were they to believe that the ulti- 
mate outcome of America’s intervention in 
Cuba will be annexation, as it undoubtedly 
must be in the long run, they might be found 
ready to fight, not alongside of the military 
and naval forces of the United States, but 
against them. The insurgents require not 
annexation, but entire independence. They 
have been fighting for that form in the past 
with success, and they do not propose to be 
bought when on the eve of finai,victory by 
the United States even if they have to 


fight. 
Insurgents Are a Factor. 


These are not merely the speculation of 
Weyler, but the utterances of Genera Gomez 
and ot other Cuban leaders, both in the 
Antilles and in this country. There has been 
far ton great tendency at Washington on 
the part of the administration to treat the 
insurgents as a factor of no importance in 
the present negotiations between Spain and 
the United States. This is a mistake, and 
the United States government would find 
iself a a somewhat ridiculous position if, 
thanks to the clever trickery of Premier 
Sagasta and procrastination of the ad- 
ministration at Washington, it should be 
opposed in Cuba by the Cubans—that is, by 
the very people in whose behalf it professes 
to have been acting all along. 

In conclusion, it may be pointed out that 
the cause of the concentration of the Brit- 
ish fleet at Bermuda, unde, the command 
of an Admiral known as “ Fighting Jack 
Fisher,“ must be sought in the published 
utterances of the Spanish Ambassadors at 
Vienna and Berlin, who openly declare that 
as soon as ever War is deciared all the avail- 
able naval forces of Spain in American 
waters will be utilized to blockade the 
United States coast. Now, as previously 
pointed out, 92 per cent of America’s for- 
eign commerce is carried under the English 
flag and in English bottoms, the entire 
Standard Oil eailing under the British flag. 

England does not propose to permit that 
there shall be any interference on the part 
of Spain with vessels flying the English 
flag, no matter whether they carry Ameri- 
can freight or not, and although Spain alone 
among European nations has abstained 
from signing the coflventlon accepting the 
principle that ‘a neutral flag covers all 
freight, save contraband of war, no matter 
should it belong to an enemy, Great Britain 
ae mg to enforce her obedience thereto, 

t is why the strongest English squad- 
ron ever assembled in the north Atlantic 
has been gathered at the Bermudas to at 
once patrol the entire American coast in 
the event of war breaking out and to resist 
with force any attempt on the part of Spain’s 
cruisers, destroyers, or torpedo boats to in- 
terfere with shipping leaving or entering 
American ports and carrying American 
freight. ; 

The temper of the Spaniards is such that 
it is by no means improbable that through 
some such outrage of this kind on the part 
of Spain England may be dragged into an 
active participation on the side of the United 
States in the latter's inevitable, though long 
delayed, war with Spain. 


NEW ORLEANS PUTS IN A BID. 


As a Base of Supplies in Event of Wat

All Other Ports. 


New Orleans, La., March 30.—[Special. 1 
Governor Foster today wired the Louisiana 
delegation in Congress to urge the claims 
of New Orleans before thé board appoinied 
to select either New Orleans, Mobile, or 
Tampa as a base of supplies. The establish- 
ment of a naval dry dock at this point is 
significant, as is also the fact that Spain has 
abandoned all other ports and is making all 
her supply purchases through New Orleans. 
In depth of water, quantity and quality of 
railroad and river transportation, and 
amount ot labor always at hand no com- 
peting city can make a favorable showing.

TORPEDO STOPS A CABLE TRAIN. 


Explosion in State Street Starts Rumors 
of Spanish Flotilla—Passen- 
gers in a Panic. 


A track torpedo was placed on the rails of 


the Chicago City railway company in State 
street, just south of Van Buren, last night 
and was exploded by a south-bound cable 
train. The explosion, which sounded like the 
report of a cannon, occurred at 9:30 o'clock.

The Lenox Golf club, and the Baltimore 
County club. The other clubs elected to 
allied membershiy, entitling them to repre- 
sentation but no vote at the annual meet- 
ing were the Jersey City Golf club, the 
Rock Island Arsenal Golf club, the Country 
club of Ridgefield, the Chevy Chase club, 
the Mount Anthony ciub, the Waumbets 
club, the Marine and Field cluh, the Mount 
Pleasant Field club, the Country club of 
Detroit, and the Brae Burn Golf elub. 
After these elections the important events 
of the season were discussed. The Myopia, 
Hunt club was selected as the field for the 
decision of the open championship, and 
June 15 and 16 were the dates fixed for 
the meeting. The Myopia club is close to 
Boston and possesses o of the best nine- 
hole courses in the country. As has already 


of a good nine-hole course in the neighbor- 
hood of New York or Boston was to be 
expected, because there are very few 
eighteen-hole courses in the East at present 
in sufficiently good order for the decision 
of so important an event; and although a 
nine-hole course could not accommodate 
the large crowd that will doubtless cm- 
pete for the amateur championship, the 
same difficulty had not to be faced in deal- 
ing with the open tournament because the 
entries will be far fewer in number. 


Affords a Fine Test of Golf. 


The course of the Myopla Hunt club is an 
excellent length, with good putting greens 
and large hazards, altogether a fine test 
of golf. Its situation near Boston will not 
militate towards the spectacular side of the 
game, but, as New York has the amateur 
championship meeting this year, it was only 
fair that the open event should be given to 
Boston, where the climate and the ground 


Are both in favor of a successful tourna- 


ment. The open championship will be de- 
cided by seventy-two holes medal play, 
thirty-six holes to be completed each day. 
These are exactly the conditions under 
which the open championship is decided in 
Great Britain, and they are a vast improve- 
ment upon the method of playing off the 
a event, which has done duty in the 
past. 

The date of the open tournament being 
fixed, it was easy to decide upon that for 


the amateur championship meeting, which 


will be held just three months later at r- 
ristown, from Sept. 12 to Sept. 16. ; 
The conditions of that-tournament were 
also altered slightlyr It has been pointed 
out before that each round in playing off 
the various matches should consist of thirty- 
six holes, cause when only eighteen are 
played there is always a chance of a fluke 
victory. The committee evidently looked 
upon the matter in that light, for it decid- 
ed that every match in the open tournament 
should consist of thirty-six holes: it 
further decided that in the preliminary 
round thirty-two men should be allowed to 
qualify instead of sixteen, thus giving the

DOUBLE BASSES SMASHED 


Bruno Steindl’s Precious ’Cello | 
Hopelessly Ruined. 


COLLISION NEAR A BRIDGE. 


Concert Given at Akron Under Unusual 
Difficulties. 


\JOSEF HOFMANN ARRIVES TODAY. 


Theodore Thomas and the members of the 
Chicago Orchestra had a narrow escape from 
death in a railroad wreck a few miles east 
of Buffalo at 6:30 o’clock on Tuesday morn- 
ing. Some of the large musical instruments 
belonging to the members of the organ‘za- 
tion were crushed to splinters, among them 
being Bruno Steindl’s famous cello, which 
has charmed so many audiences, and which 
was as precious to its owner as if it were his 

best belcved child. 
The special train conveying the party 
westward on the NickelPlate road had a 
head-end collision, in which the engine and 
baggage car of the_special were demolished. 
Had the collision: occurred a minute later 
the result would likely have proven fatal, a 
bridge being only 100 feet from the scene of 
the accident. The orchestra arrived at 
home yesterday. 
The occupants of the sleepers were nat- 
urally alarmed at this sudden awakening 
and the air was laden with Ach Himmels.“ 
The owners of instruments small enough to 
allow them to be carried in the sleeping 
berths were clutched for breathlessly and 
the musicians gave voice to thankfulness 
when it was found they were intact. But 
some others—the double basses, for instance, 
lately lauded by Bostonese and New- Yorkers 
were splintered beyond all hope of future 
usefulness. They were in the baggage car. 
So also was Mr. Steindl's valuable cello, 
which was cracked beyond all hope of sal- 
vation from the most extensive glue pot. 
Thankfulness at escape was lost sight of 
in the gloom that followed this discovery. 
Bix double basses strewed the track, but 
Mr. Steindl brought the remains of his 
treasured cello home. 

Mise Millar, manager of the orchestra, 
had her share of the general fright. 
After getting the special started she 
remained in Boston to complete some busi- 
mess matters and followed on a regular 
train. Looking out of the car windows she 
caught sight of the wreckage along the 
track. Inquiry elicited the response that it 

was the remains of the instruments of the 
Chicago Orchestra. She was still further 

distressed by the report that three men had 
deen killed. When she reached Cleveland 
she learned the facts. 

But a fresh dilemma presented itself. The 
orchestra was to play that night in concert 
at Akron, O., and only one bass fiddle was 
left to tell the tale. A search was instituted 
dy Miss Millar on her arrival, and generous 
Akronites, with that fraternal feeling so 
seldom ascribed to musicians, brought forth 
their best double basses to comfort the 
bereft. 3 

For to norrow’s concert double basses may 
easily be secured. Mr. Steindl's loss, how- 
ever, is one not to be supplied. The 
Orchestral association is mentioned as re- 
sponsible for his loss, and the association in 
turn will hold the railroad company to 
make good damages sustained. 

The entire organization, including Mr. 
Thomas, arrived im Chicago yesterday at 
noon in the best of health. Twenty con- 
certs were given in the East and all proved 
successful, both artistically and financially. 

Young Josef Hofmann, the pianist, who 
“will be the soloist in tomorrow's orchestral 

‘program at the Auditorium, will arrive in 
the city tonight. 

Bruno Steindl is inconsolable over the loss 
+ of his ‘cello, which was one of the rarest 

old Italian instruments of the kind that 
have ever charmed the ear of American 
audiences. When the accident happened 

Mr. Steindl’s first thought was for its 
Safety after assuring himself that he had 
sustained no bodily injury. He went to 
the baggage car to look after the valuable 
instrument and to his horror he found it a 
— ig and shepeless mass of wood and 
Strings. His companions tried in vain to 
‘cheer him. When seen at his home, 1200 
|; Bheffield avenue, last night he was endeav- 
ring to comfort himself by playing his 
kgslumber song on an inferior instrument. 

The ‘cello destroyed was a “Carlo Ber- 
Fons and was made in 1742. Mr. Steindl 
‘recently purchased it in Europe and the 

value he placed upon it was $4,000, which 
the hopes to be able to collect from the rail- 
road company.

BIG WATER MAINS ARE TO BE PUT IN 
THE PARK AT ONCE, 


Contract Let and Wagons Are Deliver- 
ing the Pipe—Residents of Michigan 
Avenue Protest Because the Work

Washington, D. C., March 30.—[ Special. ]— 
The day at the White House was taken up 
by a series of conferences between the Presi- 
dent and State delegations of leaders on 
both sides of the two Houses. There was 
an almost continuous stream of visitors 
from early morning, and although many re- 
fused to talk upon the situation, there 
seemed to be the feeling that the President 
was appealing to the members of Congress 
for at least a few more days to perfect a 
plan which he promises will meet their 
approval. 

Probably the most important conference of 
the day was the one between the President 
and Senators Burrows, Wolcott, Hanha, 
Spooner, Aldrich, and Allison. The talk, 


— 

phe has given us in the past. The President 
signified that he desired more time and 
vaguely intimated that something would be 
done, but he made no promises and the out- 
look was very misty. No, the Michigan boys 
Were not won over; neither were they satis- 
fied.

It was further stated that 
Spain's answer to this had been the query 
asking if this government meant that the 
outcome of such a conference should be a 


declaration of independence, and that our. 


reply had been in the affirmative. . 

A member of the Cabinet stated unoffi- 
lally that Spain how has under considera- 
tion a proposition made by this country 
looking to the independence of Cuba, and 
the proposition just outlined, it is claimed, 
is the one to which he referred. Assistant 
Secretary Da’ said Minister Woodford had 
cabled an interrogation to the State depart- 
ment since yesterday, and that the depart- 
ment had answered it today. That was all 
that had passed between the two nations, 
he said. But the question, it is said, was 
the one asking this government if it meant 
independence, and the answer was the one 
which said * Tes.“ 

The gossip at the White House explaining 
the President's request for at least a day's 
further delay was that the Spanish Cabinet, 
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the House is one which concerns the exer- 
cise of its functions in accordance with the 
principles which govern parliamentary bod- 
ies. Every parliamentary body. has to have 
rules for its government, otherwise it would 
have no goVernment at all; and upon ad- 
herence te those ruies depends its success 
as a pariilamentary body. The rights of 
the House under the constitution are in no 
way to be confounded with the privileges 
of the House and of every member in it in 
the sense in which this matter is presented 
here today. Congress has certain’ powers 
conferred upon it. and in the exercise of 
those powers each House is governed by 
its rules. It is authorized expressly by the 
constitution’ to make rules and without the 
authorization of the constitution it would 
be at liberty to make rules. These rules 
are the protection of the rights of the House. 
Now it would be noticed in the constitu- 
tion if any gentleman will turn to it that 
there are certain powers conferred upon 
Congress, the power to declare war, the 
power to legislate for the general wel- 
fare, and a series of other enumerated 
powers. No man up to this date has 
for an instant pretended or suggested that 
because the Congress has the right to pass 
laws upon certain topics proposals for 
those laws become questions of privilege: 
never before, except once, and the chair 
will present the decision to the House. 
“The same language is used with refer- 
ence to our. relations with foreign nations 
that is used ‘with reference to the creation of 
the courts of law and all other power which 
is concerned. It is a legislative power, and 
is exercised under the constitution by rules 
adopted by each body. This is the first pre- 
liminary idea that we ought to have in re- 
gard to this matter. But this proposition in 
regard to war, or about recognition, or any 
of those subjects which may or may not be 
within our purview, do not become questions 
of privilege at all, because we have a right 
to pass upon them, because that would make 
everything a question of. privilege, and end 
by making nothing a question of privilege. 
„Now, let us see what this is founded on. 
This is a matter that we should not have 
given any attention to, except in times of 
interest, not to say excitement. The gentle- 
man from Maine [Mr. Boutelle] some time 
ago presented to Speaker Crisp a proposi- 


“As far as any question arising out of 
this matter is concerned,“ said the Speaker, 
the chair has not the slightest doubt that 
the wisdom of the House, which has always 
been able to arrive at important questions in 
a suitable way, will get at them now and at 
a speedy time for the occasion.“ [Applause

Mr. Bailey—In reply to that suggestion,

MONTGOMERY WARD ACTS. 


Supreme Court Decision Made 
the Basis of the Writ. 


‘CLAIMS PERMIT IS ILLEGAL. 


Believes the Change Is Intended to 
Be Permanent. 


RAILWAY COMPANY WILL FIGHT. 


— 


The Chicago City railway company has en- 
eountered an obstacle in its efforts to erect 
trolley poles and wires in Michigan avenue 
between Madison and Randolph streets. A 
restraining order against the proposed tem- 
porary loop was issued yesterday on com- 
plaint of Montgomery Ward & Co., who 
own the prope at 111 to 120 Michigan ave- 
nue and 1 to 17 Madison street, with the 
lots fronting east in Michigan avenue and 
the Lake Front Park, in the Fort Dearborn 
addition to Chicago. 

Mr. Ward said the move of the railway 
company was entirely unexpected by him, 
and his surprise was great when he was 
informed that a wagon was unloading trol- 
ley poles in front of his store. A man was 
posted at the building when the store was 
closed on Tuesday to watch the movements 
ot the company. All was quiet until mid- 
night, when a force of men appeared aiong 
the streets and began the excavation of the 
’ Holes for the reception of the iron posts. 
When Mr. Ward learned of this action he 
communicated with his attorneys, who lost 
0 time in obtaining the restraining order 
from sudge Brentano. 

W. M. Thorne, treasurer for Montgomery 
Ward & Co., was indignant over the action 
of the railway company, and after some con- 
guitation with Mr. Ward he said: “I speak 
for our entire firm when I say that this affair 
is an outrage. We think it is a bad prece- 
dent for a large city like Chicago to allow 
an electric trolley line to be used in a down- 
town district. These thoroughfares are con- 
gested with traffic, and such a line would be 
A menace to the lives of our citizens, as it 
nas been demonstrated that the trolley sys- 
tems have caused great loss of life. They 
all this a temporary trolley line, but that 
is only a name, and the introduction of a 
temporary trolley line in our streets, with 
the supposition that it will soon be removed, 
will certainly result in a permanent trolley 
line, as it is well known that the street rail- 
way companies of this city are not noted for 
giving up any privilege they once acquire. 


Franchise May Be Extended. 

„ As business-men of the city we realize 
that the street railway company will, in all 

robability, in a very short time go before 
the City Council and ask for an extension 
of its franchises for fifty years and the ex- 
tension will be granted, with or without com- 
pensa tion clause attached, and thus allow 
the ute of electricity for a motive power. 
This would give the company the right to 
use permanently the electric trolley poles 
and wires which are about to be erected. It 
is the foundation of a long-headed scheme 
to get a permanent trolley line in the heart 
of the down-town district. 

“We are surprised that Mayor Harrison 
and Commissioner McGann would issue a 
permit for these trolley poles and wires, 
even though they claim the permit was of a 
temporary character, as such an act is 
clearly legal and is the exercise of a power 
they do not possess. Their duty to the pub- 
“tc is to enforce the laws and ordinancés and 
not attempt to create them. We will bitterly 
antagonize any such schemes or lines about 
our premises. 


- Basis of the Injunction. 
- The demand for the injunction was based 
on a decision given by the Supreme Court on 
Nov. 8, 1897, which declared. that Michi- 
gan avenue and the Lake Front Park, be- 
tween Randolph and Madison streets, had 
been dedicated to park purposes, and must 
be held in trust by the city for such pur- 
poses only. is brings the line of the 
park to the edge of the walk on the west 
gide ot Michigan avenue. The same court, 
Mr. Thorne says, decided that any owner of 
property abutting Michigan avenue has the 
right to enjoin threatened encroachments, 
He further declares that the Fort Dearborn 
addition to Chicago, in which the scene of 
the trouble is laid, was dedicated to the 
use of the public by the United States gov- 
ernment, and was not to be used or occupied 
by any buildings. 
The railway company now opettes cable 
ars on the loop in Michigan avenue, and 
Montgomery Ward & Co. object to the 
changing of this power to electricity, al- 
leging that stich a change would inflict an 
“irreparable injury to their property 
rights. They contend that an electric loop 
fe not needed, because the company can 
. €asily switch its cars.

Washington, D. C., March 30.—Permission 
was granted by the Senate today for the 
Foreign Relations committe to sit during the 
sessions of the Senate. Following this ac- 
tion the resolution providing for the recogni- 
tion of the independence of Cuba, introduced 
yesterday by Mr. Allen [Neb.] Was, at the 
request of Mr. Frye [Me.] referred to the 
Foreign Relations committee without de- 
bate. Beyond these two points no reference 
was made by the Senate to the Cuban ques- 
tion. Mr. Caffery [La.] concluded his speech 
on the national quarantine bill, after which 
the measure making further provision for a 
civil government for Alaska was passed. 

When the usual routine work had been dis- 
posed of Mr. Davis, chairman of the Com- 
mitte on Foreign Relations, asked that the 
committee be permitted to sit during ‘the 
sessions of the Senate from day to day and 
the request was granted, 

Mr. Frye [Me.] reported from the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations the following Sen- 
ate resolution: 

“That the President be requested, if not 
incompatible with the public interest, to 
transmit to the Senate all of the consular 
correspondence relating to the conduct of 
the war in the Island of Cuba, the condition 
of the people, and other matters relating 
thereto.” 

Mr. Frye asked that the resolution lie on 
the table until tomorrow, when he would ask 
for its consideration. | 
Mr. Hawley [Conn. Jof the Military Affairs

MORE ROOM IS DESIRED. 


Steel Structure to Go Up Out 
side Old Offices. 


SAVES DELAY AND MOVING. 


Commissioner Munn's plan for a new 


| Court-house and county building will come 


up for discussion before the committee of 
the Board of County Commissioners, which 
meets today to take up the question of pro- 
viding more room for the courts and county 
offices. 

The plan contemplates the tearing down 
of the present building and the erection in 
its place of a modern steel structure. The 
walls are to be built on the building line 
instead of the present foundations, which 
would give twenty feet additional room on 
the three street sides. By the use of steel 
and glass an abundance of light and air could 
be secured and the extension of the walls 
would allow of the added vault space so 
greatly needed. 

It is argued that new walls could be 
erected around the present structure and 
the roof put on without stopping business. 
This, Commmissioner Munn declares, would 
save $1,000,000 in the cost of moving and the 
rent of temporary quarters, while an entire- 
ly new building was being put up. The cost 
of the changes his plan contemplates would 
not be more than $1,000,000. 

Adolf F. Gartz, the new Civil Service 
Commissioner, was sworn in by City Clerk 
Loeffier yesterday. He will enter on the 
performance,.of his duties at once, giving 
them three hours of his time daily. 


“I will stand for a strict enforcement of 


the law, both in letter and spirit,” said 
Mr. Gartz. 
Commissioner of Public Works McGann 
had an interview with nine former civil 
service employés yesterday, which resulted 
in his finally ordering them all out of his 
ofice. The men had been employed in 
City Collector Martin's office as assessment 
clerks in making out the special assessment 
rolls. That employment terminated on 
Tuesday with the turning over of the rolls 
to the City Treasurer, and the men were 
laid off. In the meantime Commissioner 
McGann had made a requisition on the 
Civil Service commission for twelve book- 
keepers, which had been filled from the 
eligible list of bookkeepers. The laid-off 
clerks, hearing of this, complained to Mr. 


McGann that clerks and not bookkeepers . 


ought to have been asked for and charged 
they were being discriminated against. The 
discussion finally became so animated that 
Commissioner McGann turned the whole 
lot out. 

“I certainly know whether I want clerks 
or bookkeepers to do what work I have in 
hand,“ said Mr. McGann, and the men 
were both impertinent in trying to inform 
me how to run my office and abusive in 
their manner of doing it.“ 

City Collector Martin yesterday turned the 
rolls of his special assessment collections 
over to County Treasurer Kochersperger. 
The figures showed he had taken in $569,- 
065 on account of special assessment taxes 
for the year 1897, leaving $2,239,765 yet to 
be collected by the County Treasurer. The 
rebate of 1 per cent which is allowed the 
property-owners who pay these taxes to 
the City Collector does not apply to those 
paid from now on to the County Treasurer. 


LESSON COMMITTEE AT WORK. 


Begins Task of Arranging Internation- 
al Sunday School Studies for Six 
Years at Auditorium. 


The session of the Lesson committee of the 
International Sunday School union began 
yesterday at the Auditorium Hotel. The 
meeting, which continues two days, is a pro- 
tracted executive session, as thé proceedings 
are kept secret for the benefit of the re- 
ligious publicetion houses, which bear the 
expenses of the committee. There is an 
agreement between the union and the pub- 
lication houses that the result of the Lesson 
committee’s sessions is not to be announced 
until three months previous to the year in 
which they are to be used. 

It is known, however, that the next six 
years’ work has been divided so as to allow 
the first eighteen months to be devoted toa 
chronological study of the life of Christ 
from the four gospels.

WORKING HARD TO ANNEX 


HOPES OF AUSTINITES WHO FAVOR 
JOINING CHICAGO STRONGER. 


Recruits Added to Their Forces from 
Among City Business-Men Living in 
the Suburb—Determined to Fight 
All Summer if Issue Is Not Decided 
This Spring—Less Expense in Ad- 
ministration an Argument—Charges 
Made Against Town Officials. 5 


Teaders ot the movement to annex Austin 
to Chicago are pushing the cause vigorously, 
and on Friday evening a meeting will be held 
at Alma and Superior streets in Austin, 
where speeches fayoring annexation will 


be made by many prominent citizens. It 1s 


claimed that the plan has never before had 
so many supporters, and that annexation 
sentiment is growing daily. 

, The more outspoken annexationists are 
conducting the campaign by personal talks 
with their friends. A campaign of educa- 
tion,’ it is called, and many recruits are 
said to have been made among Chicago busi- 
ness-men residing in Austin, who -had been 
in the habit of leaving the politics of the 
town to the care of others. 

If the question ie not brought up at the 
election next Tuesday the agitation wii. be 
carried on during the summer, with the hope 
of making it an issue at the fall election. 
The committee of five appointed at the mass- 
meeting at Library Hall on Monday even- 
ing will have the matter in charge. Much 
campaign literature will be printed and is- 
sued to the voters of the Town of Cicero. 


Form a Separate Ward. 


One of the prineſpal arguments used 
against annexing Cicero to Chicago has been 
that the town would be added to the Twenty- 
eighth Ward, and the people would have 
very little to say in the selection of Alder- 
men to represent them. This is now denied 
by the annexationists, who say that by the 
new laws all new territory taken into the 
city must go in as separate wards. This 
would give Cicero two Alderman in the 
Council, 

- Owing to the spring campaign the commit- 
tee of five is. ünding it difficult to engage 
halls for meetings. Available places have 
in nearly every case been taken in advance 
for campaign purposes. The platform of 
one party contained 4 plank pledging the 
candidates to the plan of making a separate 
city of Cicero. It is said that but little is 
now heard of this proposition and the an- 
nexationists claim the plah was but a ruse 
to deceive the voters who have demanded 
that the town be joined to Chicago. They 


say that to govern Cicero as a city would 


be even more expensive than by the present 
village and township methods. They bring 
forward figures to support the claim that 
Austin would be governed better and at a 
much lower cost than at present, if taken 
into the City of Chicago. 


Taxation in Austin Unlimited. 


Austin is the only’ town in the State 
where taxation is unlimited,’ said George 
E. Plumbe, chairman of the Committee of 
Flve. We can be taxed 100 per cent if the 
officials so elect. The trustees of he vil- 
lage have absolute control of streets and 
highways, and do what they please with 
them. This summer they voted to open 
South Park avenve over the Northwestern 
tracks. Every property-owner on the street, 
with the exception of four, protested in 
writing to the board, but they opened the 
street in spite of us, and the tax for me was 
$50. The Cicero Gas, Water and Electric 
Light company is the dominant influence 
in the town politics,’’ 

In all the diseussloa come charges of 
crooked work on the part of Austin officials. 
Names are not mentioned, but it is asserted 
public money has been misappropriated: It 
is charged by. J. J, McCarthy that no con- 
tractor ever secured work in the village 
without first “ fixing" the inspectors, en- 
gineering department, and the Board of 


Trustees.

The store of Peter Maday at Lemont was 

burned early yesterday morning and Maday 

his family had narrow escapes 

from death. The parochial school of St.

Maday, who lived over the store, was 
awakened by the stifling smoke. He car- 
ried his children out and helped his wife to 
reach the street only a few moments before 
the floors of the front part of the building 
fell through to the basement. John Metre- 
gambo, the father-in-law, was carried un- 
conscious from his room in the rear part by 
the firemen. The flames jumped across the 
street to the school building despite the 
work of the firemen. Five religious sisters 
who lived in the rear of the schoolrooms 
saved nothing beside the clothing they wore. 

The residence of Father C. Koslowski, ad- 
joining the school building, was damaged to 
the extent of $500. Maday's loss amounts to 
$10,000, partly covered by insurance. The 
loss on the school building and contents 
was 56,500; insured for $3,000.

Biggest Beehive on Earth. 
Did you ever see a bee tree, with a 
of bees around it? Well, Magnify this ebout 


10,000 times, and you will have a slight idea 


of a natural beehive 


in Mendocin 
Cal. o County, 


It is a rift in the face of a cliff, and 


tradition has it that there is a large cave 
on the inside, where the myriads of busy 


insects make their homes. 

This great natural curiosity is known to 
residents of the adjacent country as Bee 
Rock, and they have grown to look upon 
it as commonplace, when in reality it is the 
only beehive of the kind in existence. 

There is % danger of a person 
very near te this natural heehive without 


knowing it, for at all hours of the day a 


swarm ot insects hovers about several hun- 
dred feet in all directions. An incessant, 
maddening buzz fills the air that can be 
heard an eighth. of a mile; and serves as a 
warning not to yenture too near. But men 


do venture near after having first put on a 


suit of leather clothing, fastened a mask 
of wire screen arouhd their hat brim. and 
lighted a good big torch, These precautions 
are absolutely necessary. 

It takes nerve to approach close to the 
opening in the rock, and the experience is 
a never-to-be-forgotten one. Bees to the 
number of millions of millions will light on 
the intruder, humming fiendishly, and will 
endeavor to sting him to death. They form 
a perfect cloud, and the air is filled with a 
fetid sme.. and a fine dust that gets through 
the wire screen and causes an irritation to 
the eyes. The tiny insects really show signs 
of viciousness, and fly into the flames of the 
torch in countless numbers, as though they 
intended to extinguish it, Reund and round 
they fly with a deafening buzz, and strong, 
indeed; is the man wno can stand the on- 
slaught of the tiny foes for more than a few 
minutes. 

It is almost impossible to make out just 
where the entrance to this natural beehive Is. 
There is a sori of cavern in the cliff that 
seems to have a crack through the inner 
wall from top to bottom, but most of the 
bees hover around a hole about eighteen 
inches wide, and appear to make that the 
point of ingress and Many davsitis 


impossible even to see the cliff, so thickly | 


covered is it with the insecta, and they roll 
in and out of the opéning like a stream of 
molasses. . 

‘During the summer dead birds can always 
be seen on the ground around the mouth of 
the hive. They have been stung to death 
while attempting to fly through the swarm 
of insects. Four-footed creatures never 
venture within half a mile, seeming to know 
that death lurks there. In front of the 
mouth of the hive there is a pile of dried 
honey that has flown from the interior, It 
looks like a heap of. molten lava that has 
been hafdened after being discharged from a 
voleano. 

A party of men living in the vicinity claim 
to have entered the beehive several years 
ago. They selected a cold day in winter, 
when the bees were half dormant, and poured 
coal oil and bengine around and into the 
opening. Then they made a big fire of wood, 
eo that the whole cavern was filled with 
flames. Then they poked the redhot embers 
down into the opening and so killed every bee 
in it. 

But there was not much to see after the 
men got inside—only a large cave, with the 
walls covered with wax and dried honey, 
and enough of the sweetness in pools im the 
bottom to last a big city for several years. 
Of course the honey was unfit for use on ac- 
count of being full of dead bees and ashes 
from the fire. The men, however, did not 
linger in the cave any great length of time, 
as it was foul smelling and stifling. Al- 
though countless millions ot bees must have 
been destroyed on this occasion, the next 
summer they were as numerous as ever and 
just as vicious. 

Indians of the neighborhood say that in 
the good old days the bad men of their 
tribe were bound hand and foot and carric 1 
to within a short distance of the beehive by 
men wrapped in blankets: There the he'p- 
less creatures Were left to suffer the agony 
of being stung to death.—San Francisco Call.

ERY OF CHLOROFORM. 
gnteresting Account of How the Scoteh- 
man Snatched the Laurel of Fame 
| for a Discovery Really Belonging 


to an American Dentist Named 


ous Monograph on the Cat Is of 
Walue to Medical Students. 
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who have not heard of Sir James 
Simpson. Yet 
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in the Masters ot 
Green & Co., 
Gérdon, in a —— entitled, 
“ impson and Chloroform.’ 
true sense a discoverer, 
but he was an exceptionally bold em- 
piricist. How he came to snatch the laurel 
may be told in a few words. Over in this 
country, back in the early forties, traveling 
fakers were amusing the people with ex- 
hibitions of the @ffects of laughing gas. A 
certain. Horace Wells, a dentist, attended 
one of these exhibitions and noticed that 
one of. the “subjects” while under the 
‘Influence of the gas sustained a consider- 
able injury to a limb without suffering pain. 
‘Tooth extracting without pain was a con- 
stant thought with Wells, and it struck 
him quick as a flash that here was the 
‘agent he wanted. That was the beginning 
ef the practical application of anesthetics. 
It is needless to discuss the conflicting 
claims of rival discoverers on this side of the 
Atlantic further than to say that their con- 
troveries attracted attention abroad andth 
Gimpson was foremost among Europeans 
in hailing the discovery. But he was not 
-gatisfied with laughing gas as an anesthetic 
agent and so plunged into dangerous ex- 
periments to find a better one. The sugges- 
tion to try chloroform came from a Liver- 
pool chemist: 
“Tt was a curious liquid,’ discovered and 
described in 1831 by two chemists, Soubeiran 
‘and Liebig, simultaneously but independent- 
ly. In 1835 its chemical composition was 
first accurately ascertained by Dumas, the 
famous French chemist. Simpson was ap- 
-parently not aware that early in 1847 an- 
other French chemist, Flourens, had drawn 
attention to the effect of chloroform upon 
‘animais, or he would probably have 
hastened to use it upon himself experi- 
‘mentally, instead of putting away the first 
4 specimen obtained as unlikely; it was heavy 
./\ and not volatile looking, and less attractive 
11 to him than other substances.“ 
It was one night when the doctor and his 
4 two assistants had ranged through alf their 
material that he bethought him of this 
unpromising looking stuff, and the three men 
made a trial of it in the presence of a con- 
siderable company of friends. At first it 
enlivened all their faculties, then put them 
under the table, and when they awoke it 
‘was to the consciousness that they had come 
upon something far better and stronger than 
laughing gas or ether. From that time on 
Simpson was the great champion of chloro- 
form and of the principle of anesthetics, 
and through his perseverence and ability 
as a controversialist, his standing as a 
physician, and his phenomenal success as 
@ practitioner he prevailed over the stupid 
conservatism that stuck to the crude and 
ignorant methods of the past and insisted 
‘upon the utility of pain. 
Tue biography deals at some length with 
‘student life in Edinburg in the second quar- 
ter of the century and gives an interesting 
glimpse of that self-sacrificing devotion to 
. 4 the boy of promise which is characteristic 
0 of Scotch families. Simpson proved himself 
é ‘worthy of the devotion not only by his suc- 
cess Dut by his loyalty after success had 
been won. As a practitioner he stood first 
among the men of his day, especially in the 
branch of obstetrics, and if he was some- 
thing of a politicion in his struggle for the 
Official tionors of his profession, his serv- 
ices went out as willingly to the poor as to 
the rich and his pay was often a blessing.

od | Bight hundred large pages, all devoted to 
the study of the common house cat, seem 
at first sight to be giving grimalkin a larger 
place in literature than would be warranted 
by the eternal fitness of things. But the 
ponderous volume, Mammalian Anatomy 
<Lippincott), by Dr. Horace Jayne of Phila- 
delphia, will prove to be thoroughly justified, 
if not in the minds of maiden ladies, at least 
in the eyes of medical students. 
The volume is nothing more or less than 
a masterly monograph on the skeleton of the 
eat, arranged for the study of human and 
comparative anatomy. Dr. Jayne’s work as 
rofessor of zodlogy in the University of 
‘ennsyivania led him some years ago to the 
belief that an exhaustive study of the struct- 
ure of an inferior animal would be the best 
possible preparation for the study of human 
anatomy. For.many reasons he found the 
cat to furnish the most useful analogies for 
that purpose. The result is the appearance 
of this big book, with over 500 illustrations, 
mumerous tables, and comprehensive ana- 
tomical data and analyses.
